Former city 
manager 
faces

The day after Grayling City Manager 
David A, Thayer was terminated from his 
position, police arrested him for a third 
alleged criminal charge. 

The stakes are getting higher for Thayer, 
who was charged for a crime for a third 
lime last week, 

Thayer was arraigned on a charge of 
campaign finance publie-body contribu- 
tions on Wednesday, June 2, in Crawford 
County District Court, 

Thayer, under the specific language of 
the state law, is aecused of being an 
employee of a public body and did know- 
ingly use computer hardware or software of 
that public body to make a contribution, 
expenditire or provided volunteer personal 
service for the purposes of influencing the 
election or nomination of a candidate or the 
qualification, passage or defeat of a ballot 
question, 

Grayling atorney David Sabin, who. is 
acting as a special prosecutor for the case, 
said Thayer ts being accused of developing 
campaign Hterature for former Grayling 
City Council Member Tom Wellman. City 
lime, resources and a city computer were 
used to help Wellman, who failed in his bid 
for reelection to the city council in 
Noveniber, 

Sabin said the information was found on 
a city computer. Grayling City Police 
Officer Tim Coe was the complaining wit- 
ness for the charge, and Thayer was arrest- 
ed on May 25. The alleged offense took 
place on Sept. 1), 2009. 

Sabin said Wellman's computer was 
seized. and ts being searched by a Crawford 
County Sheriffs Office employee to deter- 
mine when and if Wellman received the 
Information,

Republican vote and three others 


bunched together: Mr. Cox £8 per- 
cent, Mr. Snyder 17 and Mr. 
Bouchard 16 percent, with Sen. 
George trailing at only 2 percent. 

Undecided Republicans were al 
17 percent. 


Among Democrats, Mr. Dillon 
had 29 percent and Mr. Bernero 23 
percent, with the undecided at 48 
percent. 

The Democratic poll finds Mr. 
Dillon ahead in the Detroit media 
market 32-20, and Mr. Bernero 
stronger in mid-Michigan market 
48-35, and Grand Rapids area 23- 
2A. 

Clearly today’s undecided vote, 
especially among Democrats, 
could decide both primaries. 

Of considerable interest is that 
in the general election, this poll 
finds that any of the top four 
Republicans Candidates 
Hoekstra, Cox, Snyder and 
Bouchard — would defeat either of 
the Democratic candidates.

The Forest Service 
reminds ORV riders to 
stay on trails and areas 
designated open for ORV 
use on the Huron-Mantstee 
National Forests. 

An ORV must be less 
than 50 inches wide and 
must display a state ORV 
sticker. Motor Vehicle Use 
Maps (MVUM) are avail- 
able at each Forest 
Service office. 

The maps show where 
you may ride an ORV on 
National Forest trails and 
areas. The MVUM shows 
over 250 miles of ORV 
trails and the Bull Gap 
Area where you may ride 
an ORY. 

It is prohibited to ride an 
ORV cross-country or on 
national forest roads. 
Although the state law 
“lows individual counties 
to open designated county 
and township roads to 
ORV riders, these county 
ordinances do not apply to 
National Forest’ System 
roads and lands, 

The Motor Vehicle Use 
Map (MVUM) also shows 
designated open roads, 
trails, or areas available for 
motor vehicle use by vehi- 
cle type, and if appropri- 
ate, by time of year.
